The whole of our bleſſed 
Maſter's Life on Earth, was a Scene of Humilia- 
tion—of ſevere Trials—of keen Afflictions: how 
he ſupported himſelf, by what Meaſure of Reſig- 
nation, by what Ardour of Devotion, by what 
entire Reliance on the Mercy of his heavenly 
Father, and meek Submiſſion to his Will I truſt 
we are none of us, at this Time, to learn. Our 
_ Office, then, muſt be, when aſſailed by the Miſeries 
incident to human-Kind to practice what we 
know, and to uſe thoſe Means of Support in our 
own Caſe, which we know to have ann 
in that of our Lord. 


We may learn a little of the Nature and Excel- 
tence of Chriſtian Patience, and alſo the true 
Value of an artificial Conſolation which has been 
uſed where Patience was imperfectly underſtood;

of the Chriſtian, and the-Philoſopby. of the Pagan 


or Deiſt, differ in this. that in the firſt we. can 
recognize the Features of the meek and lowly 
Ixsus; while the laſt wears. the determined Front 
of manly Reſolution, heightened with the Confi- 


dence of reaſoning Pride. The firſt is founded in 
acknowledged Weakneſs, and the Sufferer looks 


tor Strength. from above; the laſt reſts on the 


Hardihood of natural Courage, braced up and. 


ſecured from giving Way, by the Shame of Fal- 
tering, the Dread of imputed Cowardice,, and a 
laboured Perſuaſion. of the Nothingneſs of natural
